Rural  School  Board  Group 
Is  Addressed  on  Taxation 

"Now  is  the  time  for  the  people 
of  Northwest  Missouri  to  get  to¬ 
gether  to  discuss  the  problems  of 
taxation  and  to  .become  informed 
about  the  best  methods  to  be  used 
in  taxation,”  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  College,  told  an  audi¬ 
ence  of  rural  school  board  mem¬ 
bers  Wednesday,  March  17.  He 
spoke  at  the  opening  of  a  meeting 
called  by  W.  H.  Burr,  superinten¬ 
dent  of  Nodaway  County  schools, 
and  held  in  the  Administration 
building  on  the  campus. 

Dr.  Jones  emphasized  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  study  of  the  re¬ 
vision  of  the  taxntion  system  as 
proposed  by  the  present  General 
Assembly  and  stressed  the  needs  of 
the  schools  of  this  territory  for  es¬ 
pecially  well  qualified  teachers. 

He  invited  the  school  board 
members  to  hold  conferences  on 
the  campus  to  study  recommenda¬ 
tions  on  taxation  before  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly.  He  staled  that  such 
meetings  would  help  to  reflect  In 
the  Legislature  the  ideas  of  the 
people  in  the  Northwest  Missouri 
district.

Merle  Miller  Says  Discipline  Is  Primary 


Dr.  Grube  maintained  that  ex- .

“A  good  writer  enn’t  shut  himself 
into  a  Greenwich  Village  garret,” 
according  to  Merle  Miller,  editor  and 
author,  in  an  interview  with  the 
Northwest  Missourian  staff  following 
his  lecture  to  the  student  body  on 
“New  Wiiters  and  What  They  Are 
Thinking."  Mr,  Miller  has  written 
three  books,  "one  of  which,  "That 
Winter,”  has  been  acclaimed  as 
some  of-'  the  best  post  war  fiction 
written. 

Tilting  his  chair  back  and  lighting 
a  cigarette,  Mr.  Miller  continued  by 
saying  that  in  order  to  write  good 
fiction,  one  must  toe  with  people  in 
all  kinds  of  situations  and  in  all 
modes  of  living.  Lecturing  makes 
excellent  background  for  this  type  of 
experience.  Most  newspaper  and 
magazine  writers  have  become  spec¬ 
ialists  in  out)  field  such  as  science  or 


economics  and  handle  all  of  the 
stories  on  that  subject.  When  ask¬ 
ed,  Mr.  Miller  admitted  that  that  was 
his  purpose  in  taking  graduate  work 
ln  economics,  although  he  hasn’t 
yet  written  anything  on  economics. 

"Journalism  was  ray  major'  at 
Iowa  Unlveristy,"  he  said,  picking 
up  the  neat  little  stnek  he  had  made 
with  his  lighter  and  package  of 
cigarettes.  “However,  I  would  ad- 
vlsq  n  journalism  student  to  get  a 
background  in  the  liberal  arts,” 

Discipline  is  the  most  important 
factor  in  writing,  the  stnff  was  told. 
Somerset  Maugham  is  the  most  pro¬ 
lific  writer  of  our  clay  and  because 
of  that,  will  probably  be  one  of  those 
remembered  the  longest.  A  writer 
with  something  to  say  will  fi.nd 
time  to  do  his  writing,  but  the  dis¬ 
cipline  of  writing  something  every 
day  is  invaluable  to  a  young  writer, 


according  to  Mr.  Miller. 

.When  asked  which  new  writer’s 
work  would  live  Jtho  longest,  Mr. 
Miller  again  mentioned  Bill  Maudlin 
unci  added  Lockrldge,  author  of 
"Ratntree  County,”  Somerset  Maug¬ 
ham  as  mentioned  above,  and  Mot¬ 
ley, ’author’ of  "Knock  at- Ally  Door," 
n  historical  novel  and  a  rarity  in 
books,  written  by  a  Negro  and  not 
about  Negroes. 

“I  think  that  a  good  book  is  one 
that  you  like.  If  Is  suits  you,  then, 
for  you,  it’s  a  good  book,”  said  Mr. 
Miller,  beginning  his  statement  with 
the  two  words  he  used  quite  fre¬ 
quently  In  his  lecture  and  in  the  in¬ 
terview.

Apparently  confident  of  iis  strength,  or  the 
weakness  of  the  rest  qf  world,  the  Moscow  cen¬ 
tered  Communist  party  continues  its  march  ‘to¬ 
ward  its  Broadway  premiere,  scheduled  only  when 
it  decides.

New  Book  by  Young 
Author  Has  Story 
Pointed  Toward  Us 

It  is  our  generation  that  Merle 
Miller  writes  about  In  THAT  WIN¬ 
TER,  the  generation  which  has  been 
compared  with  the  "lost  generation’’ 
following  the  first  World  War  but 
the  generation  which  Mr,  Miller,  In 
his  book  as  well  as  in  his  lectures, 
insists  is  not  lost.  There  are  some 
of  us  who  shared  the  experiences  of 
Peter,  Lew  and  Ted  in  the  army 
and  “that  winter"  of  1945  but  most 
of  us  'did  not.  Nevertheless,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  things  that  happened  to 
them  and  the  things  that  happened 
to  us,  we  are  as  confused  about  our¬ 
selves  and  our  world  as  Peter  and 
his  roommates.  The  story  of  "thtlt 
winter”  Is  a  record  of  a  part  of  our 
lives  as  well  os  a  beckoning  finger 
of  hope  to  a  cynical,  realistic,  and 
afraid  generation.  ’ 

Peter  tells  his  own  story  as  well 
as  those  of  his  friends,  Ted  and 
Lew.  The  three  of  them  arc  veterans 
of  the  European  war  and  share  an 
apartment  in  New  York  for  the  win¬ 
ter  of  1945.  Parties,  the  more  al¬ 
coholic  the  better,  are  their  chief 
pastime.  Peter  and  Lew  are  writers 
and  Ted  goes  to  his  father’s  office 
on  some  days. 

Ted,  the  most  violent  and  the 
most  disturbed,  drinks  too  much 
and  has  only  one  aim.  He  gets  a 
certain  pleasure  out  of  this  fact.  It 
is  a  visible  proof  that  he  was  of 
value  for  Something  during  the  war, 
at  least.  Every  time  he  is  drunk, 
he  tries  to  pick  a  fight  with  some¬ 
one  so  that  the  person  will  hit  him. 
Finally  someone  does. 

Lew,  whose  last  name  is  Cole  by 
the  grant  of  a  judge,  is  quite  suc¬ 
cessful  at  writing  radio  scripts  and 
in  falling  in  love  with  Jane  who 
said  “1  don’t  care  much  for  Jews" 
the  first  time  Peter  met  her.  Lew 
becomes  more  successful  in  writing 
and  falling  more  in  love  until  the 
day  the  producer  decides  that  Jane 
isn’t  good  enough  for  a  part  In  Lew’s 
show  and  his  mother,  Mrs.  Colin- 
sky,  comes  to  New  York  to  meet 
Jane. 

Peter  writes  for  a  powerful  news 
magazine  and  falls  for  the  nicest 
girl  he  knows.  He  is  not  sure  that 
either  of  these  things  is  right  and 
his  decision  about  one  of  them  is 
too  late.  His  whole  life  has  been 
colored  by  his  friendship  with  Gene 
WenLsioski  in  the  army  and  for 
whose  death  he  feels  responsible  but 
to  whose  wife  he  can’t  find  the 
courage  to  write. 

THAT  WINTER  is  not  only  a  well 
written  novel;  it  has  something  to 
say.  It  is  essentially  a  novel  about 
veterans  but  it  was  not  written  just 
for  them.  It  is  a  record  of  their 
actions  and  reactions  during  “that 
winter."  More  vital  than  this,  how¬ 
ever,  is  the  clear  cut  decision  that 
is  made  between  cynicism  and  ideal¬ 
ism  in  a  book  that  is  completely 
realistic.  and  hard  hitting.  This 
decision  becomes  more  significant 
when  one  realizes  that  Merle  Miller 
is  writing  about  himself  and  his 
friends  in  generalizations  and  that 
they  are  making  the  decision  that 
he  puts  into  fiction  in  THAT  WIN¬ 
TER. 

Air  Force  Publication 

Features  Major  Bilby 

"Silver  Wings,"  the  United  States 
air  force’s  publication  of  fifty  stories 
of  their  war  heroes,  has  just  recently 
been  put  on  the  book  shelves  of  the 
Nation.  (Major  Glade  B.  Bilby,  Skid- 
.  more,  recipient  of  a  B.  S.  degree  in 
Education  in  1940  from  the  College, 
is  one  of  the  aviators  featured. 

Major  Bilby  was  a  squadron  com¬ 
mander  of  the  Ntyith  Air  Force.  In 
1943  he  devised  a  system  of  bomb¬ 
ing  and  strafing  that  was  highly 
effective  in  helping  rout  German 
General  Rommel  in  the  African 
desert.  This  story  has  been  told 
vividly  along  with  the  others  in  the 
book  in  which  appear  illustrations  by 
Milton  Caniff,  nationally,  known  car¬ 
toonist,  and  a  foreword  by  General 
Henry  Arnold. 

March  of  1941  was  an  important 
date  in  the  life  of  Major  Glade  Bil- 
bby.  He  had  just  completed  his 
primary  training  at  Randolph 
Field,  Texas.  From  that  date  on 
he  became  absorbed  in  his  flying. 

It  hasn't  left  him  •  yet,  for  he  is 
now  in  Washington,  D.  C„  back  in 
the  air  forces,  working  behind  a 
desk  to  help  train  the  many  young 
men  who  are  following  an  air  corps 
career. 

While  in  school,  Major  Bilby 
was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Sigma 
Epsilon  fraternity.

Amendment  Is  Made 
Affecting  Veterans 


frull-Time  Students  V 
Receive  Subsistence 
*  Increase  April  1. 


Only  veterans  In  schools,  colleges 
anil  universities  pursuing  full-time 
courses  of  education  will  be  entitled 
to  Increased  subsistence  allowances 
under  a  law  signed  February  12  by 
President  Truman,  Veterans  Admin¬ 
istration  said  today., 

Part-time  students,  on-the-job 
trainees  and  others  will  not  be  en¬ 
titled  to  the  increases,  the  VA  ruling 
held.  The  Bill  signed  into  law,  S. 
1394,  amends  the  Servicemen’s  Re¬ 
adjustment  Act  (G-I  Bill)  and  the 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Act  (Pub¬ 
lic  Law  16)  for  the  disabled. 

The  new  payments  will  be  at  the 
monthly  rate  of  $75  for  a  veteran 
without  dependents,  $105  for  a  vet¬ 
eran  with  one  dependent,  and  $120 
for  a  veteran  with  more'  than  one 
dependent. 

Will  Receive  Higher  Rates  Soon 
The  higher  rates  are  applicable  to 
periods  of  training  on  and  after 
April  1.  However,  since  subsistence 
allowance  checks  are  not  due  until 
the  end  of  the  month  in  which  the 
veteran  is  in  training,  most  of  the 
eligible  veteran-students  will  re¬ 
ceive  their  first  checks  at  the  higher 
rates  on  or  shortly  after  May  1. 

Veterans  taking  any  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  types  of  training  are  not  en¬ 
titled  to  the  increases,  but  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  receive  subsistence  pay¬ 
ments  at  the  old  ratqs  of  $65  a 
month  for  those  without  dependents 
and  $90  for  those  with  dependents: 

1.  Part-time  institutional  train¬ 
ing. 

2.  Institutional  on  -  the  -  farm 
training. 

3.  Apprenticeship  or  other  on- 
the-job  training  (for  which  veterans 
receive  compensation  for  productive 
labor). 

4.  Combination  or  cooperative 
training  (in  which  students  attend 
school  part  time  and  are  employed 
part  time,  usually  in  a  related  field). 

5.  Internship  and  residency  train¬ 
ing. 

6.  Graduate  training  under  a 
fellowship  requiring  a  reduced 
credit  course-load  because  of  ser¬ 
vices  rendered  under  provisions  of 
the  fellowship. 

Veterans  Need  Not  Write  VA 
Eligible  veterans  now  in  school, 
who  are  entitled  to  $75  or  $105  under 
the  new  rates  will  not  have  to  apply 
for  the  increased  allowances/Exist- 
ing  applications  will  supply  all  the 
information  needed  to  pay  the  new 
benefits.  These  veterans,  therefore, 
need  not  write  VA  at  the  present 
time  concerning  their  increases. 

Veteran-trainees  entitle^  to  $120 
because  they  have  more  than  one 
dependent  will  be  required  to  sub- 
mit  information  about  their  addi¬ 
tional  dependents  before  payments 
at  the  new  rate  can  be  made. 

In  the  case  of  dependent  children, 
photostats  or  certified  copies  of 
their  birth  certificates  will  be  neces¬ 
sary.  In  the,case  of  dependent  par¬ 
ents,  evidence  of  actual  dependency 
must  be  submitted. 

If  veterans  now  in  training  sub¬ 
mit  evidence  of  dependency  prior  to 
July  1,  1948,  they  will  receive  retro¬ 
active  payments  at  the  new  rates 
back  to  April  1,  1948.

Dances  jof  Latins 

Monday,  March  15i  Barbarlta  lec 
tured  on  the  history  of  Spanish 
dances  and  -demonstrated  the  var¬ 
ious  dances  of,  Spain,  Portugal  and 
Mexico.  She  told  her  student  aud¬ 
ience  that  the  Flaminco  and  Cas¬ 
tanet  dances  are  typical  of  Spain; 
the  Fada  is  typical  of  both  Spain 
and  Portugal;  and  the  Jarabe  and 
Jerana  are  typical  of  Mexico,  The 
Fada  is  the  national  dance  of  Port¬ 
ugal  and  the  Jarabe  is  the  national 
dance  of  Mexico. 

The  costumes  used1  for  the  various 
dances  were  typical  of  the  country 
in  which  each  dance  Is  popular. 
The  Portuguese  costume  was  hand 
embriodered.  The  blouse  style  of 
the  Mexican  costume  was  Introduced 
long  ago  by  a  Chinese  woman  who 
had  been  brought  from  China  as  a 
bride;  the  shoes  were  introduced  by 
the  French,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  Mexican  costume  was  introduc¬ 
ed  by 'the  Spanish  conquerors.

Barbarlta  chose  her  career  be¬ 
cause  she  liked  Spanish  music, 
dances  and  customs.  She  studied 
character  dancing  under  Elisa  Can- 
sino  In  Los  Angeles  (who  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  famous  Cansino  family  of 
Spain)  and  Jose  Castro  of  Chicago.

Every 
nationality  has  contributed  in  the 
ergntion  of  the  composite  picture 
that  we  call  American  literature,  she 
said.  She  mentioned  Irving,  Cooper, 
Poe,  Bryant,  Longfellow,  Whittier, 
Hawthorne  and  Emerson,  and  she 
pointed  out  the  Influence  that  the 
writings  of  these  men  had. 

In  the  same  meeting  was  discuss¬ 
ed  the  way  in  which  the  Foreign 
Students  Club  will  assist  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  in  Its  proposed  plan  to 
make  a  drive  for  the  W.  S.  S.  F. 
which  alms  to  aid'  students  In  the 
countries  that  suffered" most  during 
the ‘war.  The  foreign  students  of  the 
campus,  many  of  whom  have  had 
personal  experience  with  the  prob¬ 
lems  faced  by  the  students  in  other 
countries,  realize  that  the  W.  S.  S.  F. 
serves  a  cause  with  far  reaching  ob¬ 
jectives.

Enforcement  of  Peace  Is 
Necessary,  Say  Modern 
Young  Authors. 

Modern  writers  are  composing 
realistically  and  are  extremely  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  failure  of  the 
United  Nations,  according  to  Merle 
Miller,  associate  editor  of  HARPER'S 
magazine,  who  addressed  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  of  the  College  on  March 
10. 

“Modern  writers  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  United  Nations  must  be¬ 
come  an  organization  enforcing 
peace,— not  Just  hoping  for  peace,” 
Insisted  the  brilliant  young  author. 

Strategic  Steps  Are  Needed 

He  lamented  that  the  leaders  of 
the  world  organization  group  have 
been  so  busy  shouting  at  one  an¬ 
other  that  they  have .  neglected  to 
take  strategic  steps  toward  any  posi¬ 
tive  accomplishment. 

That  the  -present  generation  is  a 
soft  qne  was  vehemently  denied  by 
the  speaker.  He  challenged  the  com¬ 
ment  that  the  writers  of  this  gen¬ 
eration  have  expected  a  new  world 
of  peace  and  jobs. 

“Unfortunately  the  G.  I.’s  can¬ 
not  write  in  a  realistic  sense  with¬ 
out  confusing  people  and  condi¬ 
tions,"  maintained  Mr.  Miller. 

War  Must  Be  Curbed 

The  28-year-old  author  of  a  best  ¬ 
seller,  THAT  WINTER,  focused  at¬ 
tention  on  his  topic  "The  Modern 
Writers  and  What  They  Are  Think¬ 
ing”  by  explaining  there  will  be  no 
libraries,  authors,  or  books  if  the 
world  fear  of  war  is  not  curbed. 

"Our  generation  Is  confused,  be¬ 
wildered,  and  uncertain,”  he  ad¬ 
mitted. 

Witty  and  satirical  phrases  ap¬ 
peared  often  In  Mr.  Miller’s  colorful 
talk.  He  tossed  razzes  at  a  number 
of  best  sellers.  Among  these  were  A 
HOUSE  DIVIDED  and  RAINTREE 
COUNTY,  which  he  believed  stress¬ 
ed  too  much  immorality  in  moral 
societies. 

Bill  Maudlin,  author  of  UP 
FRONT,  is  Mr.  Miller's  choice  of  the 
young  writers.  A.  B.  Guthrie,  author 
of  THE  BIG  SKY,  is  the  artist’s 
candidate  for  the  Pulitzer  prize.  He 
tossed  roses  v  to  David  Davison,  Tom 
Hagan,  and  John  Burns  for  their 
publications  and  named  -  them  as 
promising  writers.
